There was no opportunity for 
iue investment of savings except in land, 
nor were there many openings, contrary to 
the prevalent belief, for the enterprising and 
ambitious young man. The commercial, 
financial and manufacturing business was 
conducted by small firms, who made for the 
times a great deal of money, but who usually 
only admitted to a share of the profits rela 
tives of the partners. ‘The evolution of busi 
ness into a corporate form has changed all 
this. ‘Through the corporation or trust the 

»whnership of property has been enormously 
diffused and individual opportunity has been 
correspondingly increased. The corporation 
gives the average man, with average earn 
ings, the only hope he has ever had or can 
uave of a share in the general profit-making 
activities of society. The less intelligent and 
enterprising man is thereby enabled to profit 
by the ability of the more intelligent and 
energetic men in the commupnity. 

The United States has made the most won 
derful progress of any nation at any perio? 
in the world’s history, and the country ha. 
attained its dominant position through the 
tree play of individual initiative and effort 
ueither assisted nor hampered (at least un 
til recently) by the government, which has 
been mainly confined to its proper sphere, 
that of an impartial protector of all its citi- 
zens from foreign aggression or domestic in 
justice. But the very magnitude of our 
wealth has aroused and intensified the envy 
the unsuccessful against 
those have succeeded—these old vices 
of human nature which all religions con- 
demn and which all honest men fight against. 
Mr. Grinnell thinks that since the French 
Revolution there has been no such effort t 
foster the envy and to arouse the hate of 
the unsuccessful against those who are suc 
cessful as is now being made by politicians 
high in office, by newspapers with wide cir 
culation, by university professors, and even 
by the pulpit.

This we must acknowledge, 
or otherwise we must stultify ourselves and 
admit that we have not executed and do not 
execute the elementary criminal laws.

If there are a few men with incomes of a 
million dollars a year and a considerable 
number with incomes of a hundred thousand 
dollars a year, it is because the total wealth 
of the nation is far greater than ever before 
in the history of the world, and the propor 
tionate amount which they possess is not as 
large as in the case of individuals similarly 
situated in other nations or at other times. 
The number of these men as compared with 
those whose incomes are $10,000 a year, and 
equally or more so with those whose incomes 
are $1000 a year, is proportionately less than 
has ever existed at any time or in any place. 
The progress of the United States under the 
existing order of things has been nothing less 
than marvelous. Within a century, not to go 
farther back, we have made ourselves from 
a very poor, very small and little-considered 
nation by far the most wealthy in the 
world’s history. And this wonderful record 
has not been an accident, but is a natural 
evolution, a logical result growing from the 
foundations of our country. We are what 


we are because we inherited certain excep- 
tional qualities from our ancestors, and they 
were exceptional men because they left their 
native countries for principles and for free- 
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dom, religious and political. which they could

TEXTILE MANUFACTURING COSTS.

To prove with the result of 
a balance-sheet, the inventory at the first 
of the year of partly finished (goods in 
process) and finished goods should be 
added to this cost and the inventory at the 
last of the year deducted. The net weight 
of the goods manufactured divided into 
this amount is the manufacturing cost per 
pound. 

The waste inventories and receipts from 


sales of waste would reduce the expense, 





| 
but, strictly speaking, should not be con- 


sidered at this point, waste being an un- 
escapable evil. That it should not be con- 
sidered is shown by the general custom of 
inventorying the goods in process at the 
cost of manufacture to the various stages 
of completion. 

The more rigidly we adhere to this idea 
the safer are we in our estimated results 
compared with actual realizations. Our 
objective point is not to manufacture 
waste, but cloth. 


It takes 1,000,000 pounds of raw mate- 
rial to produce 875,000 pounds of cloth if 
our waste percentage is 12% per cent.; 
therefore our manufacturing cost is the 
for 1,000,000, plus the 
other above-described item of cost. It is, 
of course, understood that the sum real- 
ized from sales of waste operates to swell 


price paid the 


the surplus. 

After a thorough scrutiny of the manu- 
facturing cost sheet we come to the analy- 
sis of the difference between the weight 
of the cotton opened and the weight of the 
cloth produced. The waste sold or re- 
worked accounts for itself. The invisible 
waste is, weight for weight, frequently the 
most costly. 

Accompanying the daily production re- 
port and forming part of it should be ar- 
ranged in parallel columns the standard 
weight and the actual weight as the goods 
come off the looms. There isn’t any real 
profit to anyone in having the goods run 
heavy, as they are sold on a standard 
weight. Even the consumer, the little 
common people, wants a uniform weight. 
Here is where some of our hitherto in- 
visible waste may be found. Conversely, 
every precaution should be made to keep 
the goods from running light. (Manufac- 
turers are not grafters—not necessarily so, 
anyhow. ) 

Thus, after verifying our calculation, 
the real manufacturing cost is established, 
the manufacturer has entered into a group 
of costs over which he has more control. 
Selling expenses, salaries, office expenses, 
insurance, etc., lie more within his group, 
being more elastic than the first group. 

In the logical arrangement of general 
costs, after manufacturing cost comes the 
cost of sales. Separately viewed, these 
are commissions, trade discounts, allow- 





ances, freight and drayage and any other 
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specific charge essentially a selling ex- 


pense. Comparisons with other, say quar- 
terly, periods are particularly useful here, 
because, whilst commissions and discounts 
are generally a fixed percentage, the allow- 
ances, delivery costs, ete., are variable 
quantities and need the closest scrutiny. 

After establishing our cost of manufac- 
ture and consolidating it with the cost of 
sales we “sit up and take notice” of the 
margin left after taking this total from 
the gross sales. We now have the profit 
on sales, which should be large enough to 
cover all other charges, expenses, deduc- 
tions from income and leave an amount 
(to hand out to Mr. Stockholder) as divi- 
dend.

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SOUTHERN COTTON MILLS AND THEIR EQUIPMENT 


A carefully-revised list of the cotton mills of the South shows a total of 642 cot 


ion-mill companies and firms, with 9,470,647 spindles and 216,293 looms. The actual 


number of mills is considerably larger than 642, since many of the companies have 


two or more mills, but in this statement we have simply counted the number of com- 





panies and firms. 

As shown in the detailed statement following, South Carolina continues to hold 
its position as the foremost cotton-manufacturing State of the South, having 3,329, 
408 spindles and 84,244 looms, with 136 mill companies; North Carolina is second, 


with 2.465,982 spindles and 51,265 looms and 243 mills; Georgia, with 113 mills,

has 1,770,967 spindles and 38,590 looms. 

In connection with the above figures and the table herewith it is well to add, in | 
order that a full appreciation may be obtained of the continued advance in this indus 
try, some reference to the plants under construction. ‘These have been covered by | 
the MANUFACTURERS’ ReEcorpD in quarterly reports which have been presented every 
three months for some years past. The most recent quarterly report, published April | 
5, showed that the announcements for new spindles during January, February and 
March referred to about 190,000 spindles to be installed, about 125,000 of these being 
enlargements and the balance being for strictly new companies. The quarterly 
report of January 6 announced*about 126,000 spindles for October, November and 
December. 1905, The total for the year 1905 was about 430,000 spindles. Probably 
more than half of the 1905 additions mentioned are now in position, and the 190,000 
spindles announced during the first quarter of 1906 will be installed during the sum 
mer and fall. 

Three notable instances of big additions to established mills are worth mention 





as indicating the extent of operations under way. The White Oak Cotton Mills of 
Greensboro, N, C., is installing machinery which will about double its present plant 
and give a total of 60,000 spindles and 2000 looms for this one enterprise, represent- | 
ing a $2,000,000 investment. The Dan River Power & Manufacturing Co. of Dan 
ville, Va., is adding about 43,000 spindles and 1600 looms, thus about doubling its | 
plant and making it of the extent originally designed. This enlargement brings th 
Dan River plant up to about 86,000 spindles and nearly 3000 looms. The Tennessee | 
Manufacturing Co.'s plant at Nashville, Tenn., in operation under a lease, will soon 
be taken possession of by the Warioto Cotton Mills, a new company managed by 


experienced Southern mill men. This is one of the oldest mills in the South, and 


the new owners will dismantle the old equipment of 33,000 spindles and 1000 looms 
and replace with 2,000 spindles and 500 looms of modern design and manufacture. |
